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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 20-2 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 20, lines 3-4, "said LDO" lacks antecedence. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 8, 9, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Coles etal (6,437,638). 

A low dropout voltage regulator (LDO) comprising: a regulating circuit having an input 
terminal, an output terminal, and a control terminal, said regulating circuit configured to receive 
an input signal at said input terminal and provide an output signal at said output terminal in 
response to a control signal received at said control terminal; an amplifier (152) having a first 
and second input terminal and an output terminal (160), said first input terminal coupled to a first 
input path, said output terminal of said amplifier coupled to said control terminal of said 
regulating circuit via a path to provide said control signal; and a first compensating path coupled 
between a first node on said first input path and a first node on said path coupling said output 
terminal of said amplifier to said control terminal of said regulating circuit, said first 
compensating path comprising a first compensating capacitor (194); and wherein said first input 
path comprises a resistor (see figure 5B). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3-7, 10-13, and 16-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 20 recites, inter alia, introducing a first zero in said frequency response plot, said 
first zero resulting in a first phase shift that at least partially cancels with a second phase shift 
introduced by said second parasitic pole. 

The art of record does not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be obvious to 
modify the art of record so as to include either of the above limitations.
